Now York 25, New York) chanced to moot with 
Myrosl&va TAMQRUG (who is not a source of this 
Agency but is a contact of Mr* LESRB’s) and 
mentioned to her that he had heard Subject was 
planning to visit the Soviet Union and that rumors 
to the effect that he (Subject) was working for 
the FBI could be very harmful to hl» when he is 

in the Soviet Union, There was no ether conver- 
sation about Subject which could have le<$d to 
Mr, HOLUBMYCHYVs remark about him and it not 
known why the remark was ®ade. 

3, Tids Agency has no operational interest 
in Subject.
